Preliminary Kxumliiatloii of James II. 


Heney— Testimony of Melter and Ite- 
flner ;Urrls, Hon. II 
H. Beck and 


others- Heuey llc-lil to Answer U«- 
foro the V. S. Grand Jury—His Ball 
lie.1 need to JIG.OOO, Wilicn Will be 
Furnished on Monday. 


[Correspondence ot the Journal.] 
CARSON CITY, Nov., June 14,1895. 


Pursuant to notice the examination 


of James H. Heney on the charge of hav- 
iuglooted the Carson Mintto tbe extent 
of $77,000, come up before U. S. Com- 
missioner Edwards at 10:30 A. M. to-day 
at his office in the big Government 
building. 
U. S. District 
Attorney 


Jones was OB deck for the prosecution, 
with General B. M. Clarke attorney 
of record therein, and Wm. Woodburn 
appeared for Defendant Heney, who of 
course was present, also U. 8. Marshal 
Humphrey. U. b. Secret Service Detect- 
ive Grant, the official stenographers, 
etc.,and as many of the general public 
as saw fit to look in. Heney looked 
perfectly self-possessed, naturally in 
terested and wide awake to all that wae 
going on. 


Tho first witness sworn in was Hirsch 


Harris, Melter and Beflner of tbe Mint 
since June 1,1894. He gave a detailed 
description of the work and operations 
in that department from the time the 
bullion is received in its crude state 
Jrom the mills, reduction works and 
other quarters until it passes through 
the assaying and coinage departments 
to general circulation or practical 
utility. 


He showed his books of record, re- 


ceipts and outgo, tbe perfect system 
throughout. 
Ucparted bullion over 


500 fine is called gold and marked with 
the numbar of the melt, silver bullion 
being distinguished by S. B. being 
added to the number. There in a de- 
posit Melter, which was Honey's posi- 
tion for awhile, whoso duty it is to 
melt the bullion delivered to him for 
;hat purpose and pass it along. He 
Sas excellent chances to steal if he is 
dishonest, as others have, there being 
no safeguard against u man you don't 
suapact. He could hide gold in various 
forms of its transit about his person. 
There is also plenty of chance for 
others who handle the bullion to steal 
if they see fit. He repeated much of 
jis evidence given at the Johnny Jones 
examination. 
His first suspicion or 


discovery of wrong in the matter was in 
last February,when he ordered a clean- 
up and found there was about 3,000 
ounces of gold ihort. He was told that 
it would be found in the slums and all 
right, but be didn't find it so, all the 
same. The returns from the Keflnery 
did not compare with what bad been 
'eceived. 


He could only account for the short- 


age aa bo and Mason, the Government 
expert, figured it out, amounting to 
$75,549 75, by bullion having been 
urned over to him at a certain assayed 
value, which did not hold good, as dis- 
covered in tho investigation, as, for 
ustaucu, the famous bogus or counter- 
feit melt " No. 77," which was a brick 
of bullion from the Standard mine, 
Boclie, marked $21,045 55, marked as a 
old deposit, yet had got charged to 
silver somehow before it fell into his 
laims. Its weight was all right Lut it 
was $20,400 short in value. This trans- 
'ormatiou had not been done under 
us administration as he bad been very 
vigilant uud careful 
from start to 


finish. 


Hon. H. H. Back of tho Beno P.educ- 


,ion Works testified that Heney met 
lim at the works, and afterward on 
several occasions, giving a detailed 
account of the bullion transactions 
with him, the flrst lot being $14,000 
worth. He described it as sponge gold 
'rom amalgam. Heuey said be and 
hree others, four in all, had a lease of 
a gold mine near the Oest mine, be- 
;ween Gold Hill and Silver City, and 
;his gold came from it. They had the 
mine leased and had recently got onto 
u very rich ore body and wished to 
seep it secret from the mine proprie- 
;ors 
in order to get a renewal or ex- 


;ended lease. They had had eome of 
;he bullion treated acd disposed of at 
Virginia City, but thought it expedient 
:o bring their business now to him. 
3is transactions in the bullion line 
with Heney amounted in all to about 
$23,000. The bullion was of a high 
trade of fineness, much resembling 
that passing through the mint process. 


C. T. Bender of the First National 


Bank of Keno testified as to the bullion 
Tansaotions with Heuey and Beck 
through the bank same as at the Jones 
examination, also as to the fineness of 
it. 


Assayer Ellis of the Mint gave a de- 


tailed description of the Mint processes 
in the Melting and Refining and Assay- 
ing Departments and aa to when Heney 
was employed there. The refined gold 
of the Mint may run as low as 970 fine 
or as high as 998>£ or 999. The bullion 
of Silver City runs from 400 to 700 
fine and lower. The sample shown 
purporting to be like the stuff brought 
to Beck by Heney resembled bullion 
that had been treated at the Mint. 
There are plenty of chances for steal- 
age in the refinery connections and 
manipulations if the employes are dis- 
honest. 


Harris, recalled, considered that the 


present or Adam's administration was 
not responsible for any of the shortage. 
Be also stated that one man in tbe 
Melting and Beflniug Department can 
steal independently and unknown to 
the other employes or officials. Also 
that that big Standard brick might 
bare been stolen bodily out of the 
Mint. 


Tbe preliminary 
examination was 


concluded at 3:20 F. H., and after some 
discussion Heney wag beld to appear 
before tbe Grand Jury with bail fixed 
at $15,000, which amount be stated the 
other day he would be able to f urniah.

The prize wonder in the shape of a 
lock is tho invention of a Russian Pole 
ained Goldfadon. The inventor is a 
loekmakerof Warsaw and boasts that 
o worked over 3,000 days on this time 
coping oddity. The clock represents a 
ailway station, with waiting rooms for 
ravolors, telegraph and ticket offices 
md a very pretty and natural platform, 
veil lighted and having in its center u 
lower garden and a spouting fountain. 
'hero are also signal boxes, lights, 
switches, water tanks—iu fact, overy- 
hing used in conjunction with a well 
•egulated railway station. There is a 
lial in the center tower, which shows 
jmo at New York, Peking, Warsaw and 
London. Every quarter of an hour tho 
station begins to show signs of life. 
First all of tho little figures of telegraph 
operators begin to work their machines, 
he head automaton going through the 
form of sending a dispatch to tho effect 
that " the lino is clear." Then the door 
opens, and upon tho platform appear 
the station master and his assistants. 
Next a long line of little figures nie up 
to the miniaturo ticket office. 


Alter this the porters appear, carrying 


luggage, the bell rings, and instantly a 
miniature train dashes out of a tunnel 
and halts before the platform of tho sta- 
tion house. While the train is waiting a 
miniaturo figure tests the wheels and 
axles with a tiny hammer, another 
pumps water into the tank of the en- 
gine, while a third busies himself stow- 
ing away small lumps of coal in the sil- 
ver plated tender. There is one signal 
of iho bell, whereupon the door of tho 
single coach opens, and the little figures 
slide in on an almost invisible wire, 
the opening closing after them. A sec- 
ond tap of the boll is the signal for the 
wheel tester, waterman and fuel carrier 
to retire into tho station house. 


After tho third signal tho whistle 


gives two toots, and the train quickly 
disappears in a tunnel opposite to the 
otio from which it emerged five minutes 
before. When the train is out of sight, 
tho station master and his assistant"
